BApGé gR,—It is an idea not uncommon, that 
ai mankind are sinners, and continue in sin through 
if. I have been interrogated on this subject, but 
have hitherto declined giving a decided answer, know- 
ing Lshould be involved in some difficulty, by not hav- 
ing an Opportunity of making a full explanation; 
which has induced me to take this method to discuss 
this interesting subject: and if you think it worthy of | 
a place in the columns of the Herald, you are welcome | 
to insert it. 

In turning over the sacred pages, I find one con- 
nected chain of ideas, descriptive of two characters of 
mankind, contrasted by different names; as, righteous 
and unrighteous ; godly and ungedly; saints and sin- 
ners; children of God, and children of the devil. And 
their ultimate state and condition is as widely con- 
trasted, under different figures; as, * the wicked is 
driven away in his wickedness, but the righteous hath 

pe in kis death”—** Say ye to the righteous, that it 
ball be well with him;” ‘ Wo unto the wicked, it | 
shall be ill with him ;” “ The wicked is reserved to | 
the day of destruction; they shall be brought forth to 
the day of wrath ;”—** They (the righteous) shall be 
mine, saith the Lord of hosts, in that day when I make 
upmy jewels. I will spare them as a man spareth 
bs own son that serveth him; then shall ye return 
and discern between the righteous and the wicked ; 
between him that serveth God, and him that serveth 





| the gospel of Jesus Christ? The same writer says 








meaning of the Psalmist in these words: When | 
viewing mankind in general, and seeing how few the | 
righteous were, he brealas out in a strain of poetry, | 
** There is nore that doeth good, no not one.” Had 
this been spoken literally he would have contradicted | 
himself. here would be “‘ my péople,” whom he | 
speaks of in the 4th verse, in distinction from the 

‘* workers of iniquity” who devour them? Where that 
perfect and upright man, whose end is peace? Where 
that blessed man, to whom the Lord will not impute 
sin, and ia whose spirit there is no guile ? 

Oss. 2. Eccles. vii. 20. ‘+ For there is not a just 
man upon earth that doeth good and sinneth not.” 
Here it appears that Solomon was representing the 
language of unconverted, wnawakenéd sinners. ‘ Be 
not righteous over much,” “* Be not over wuch wick- 
ed” ‘For there is not ajust man-wpon earth, that 
liveth and sinneth not.” I frequently hear such lay- 
guage,— "tis foolish to make so-much adq about re- 
iigion; T shall do as well as they; 1 am notover much 
wicked; if I swear, | mean no harm; I defraud no 
one; there is®one perfect.” Does this comport with 





elsewhere, “‘The righteoasness of the perfect shall 
direct his way ; but the wicked shall fall by bis own 
wickedness.” And the apostle John says, “ He that 
committeth sin is of the devil.” And again, “ We 
know that whosoever is born of God, sinneth not.” 

Oss. 3d. Rom. vii. 23. ‘* But I see another law in 
my members, warring againet the law of my mind, 
and bringing me into captivity to the law of sin which 
is in my members.” If we should take one verse of 
scripture, unconnected with the general tenor of the 
subjeet, for a proof, we might prove any thing. But 
to understand scripture, we must consider the con- 
nexion, the time, and circumstances. In this and the 
succeeding chapter, the apostle describés himself in a 
threefold state, i. e. in a state.of nature; a state of 
conviction; and a state of grace. Says he, “I was 
alive without the law once.” That is, when he was a 
self-righteous pharisee, going on with rage and fury to 
persecute the ehurch of Christ; ‘ but when the com- 
mandment came, sin revived and I died”—that is, 
when Christ met him, on his way to Damascus, with 
a light from heaven, which striéek him blind; and a 
voice, which brought conviction to his heart, and har- 
rowed his inmost soul, it was then, sin revived and 
he died to all his former hopes; he saw himseif a lost, 
undone sinner; his conviction was 80 pungent that he 
neither ate nor drank for three days. In taking a re- 
trospect of that time, and the load of guilt that lay so 
heavy on him, he expressed in the present time; “ I 

















him not.” 


I have given but a specimen of the language which 
the scripture uses to discriminate between the righte- 
ous and the wicked. But who are the righteous, if 
all are sinners? Who never sinned, is not the ques- 
tion; for the apostle tells us, “all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God.” But that there is a 
change from a state of nature to a state of grace, 

rought by the Spirit of God in the soul of all the fol- 
wwers of Christ, is an incontroverted point. The 
apostle Paut, in writing to his Ephesian brethren, de- 
scribes it thus, ‘‘ Wherein in times past ye walked 
cooemanes sve conese of this wente. scsartiug 
pnace of the power of the air, the spirit that now work- 
eth in the children of disobedience : among whom also 
we all had our conversation in times past, in the lust 
of our flesh, fulfilling the desires of the flesh and of the 
mind; and were by nature the children of wrath, 
even as others. But God, who is rjch in mercy, for 
his great love wherewith he loved us, even when we 
were dead in sins, hath quickened us together with 
Christ.” Now the question is, Are those who have 
obtained the pardon amd forgiveness of their sins, 
trough the justifying grace of God, yet sinners? The 
same question may be asked, Ifa man owed a great 
debt and had nothing to pay, and his creditor freely 
torgave him the debt, whether he is still a debtor ? I 
presume you would all say, no. By the same rule, 
the justified soulis notasinner. But if the same man 
should involve himselfagain in debt, he again becomes 
a debtor, and és as obnoxious to the penalty of a debtor, 
4 if his former debts had never been forgiven him. 
Thus, ifthe souls that have been regenerated by theSpi- 
nit of God, and brought to taste the sweets of redeeming 
ove, should again turn to their former sins and vani- 
‘ies, they are backsliders, and may justly be denomi- 
nated sinners, and the worst of sinners; and I see not 
4 promise for them in the Bible, only on condition of 
Nieir return, which, unhappily is seldom the case. 
Were I hear of one backslider reclaimed, I hear of 
tn sinners converted to God. I heard a minister 
nee say, that a backslider eva; perhaps in the most 
lingerons condition of any soul out of hell.” The 
apostle Peter, ia speaking of such, says, “ or if, af- 
ley they have eseaped the pollutions of the world 
trough the Icnowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jesns 
Cleist, they are again entangled thereiu and over- 
come, the latter en is worse with them than the be- 
gains: for it hal been better for them not to have 
Known the way of righteousness, than after they have | 
Known it, to tarn from the holy commandinents deliv- 
ee laitethen. But it happened unta then accord- | 
inv ty the true proverb, the dog has turned to his own 
ont gaia, aad the sow that was washed, to er wal- 

ving Iu the mire.”

for freedom, »ut unable to obtain it. It was then, he 
saw a law in his members, warring against the law of 
his mind, and bringing him into captivity to the law of 
sin. Thus he compares it to carrying about a dead 
body; according to the law of the Romans, at that 
time, that the murdérer should be lashed to the dead 
body of the murdered, and carry it about with him 
while he lived» Thus be cries out, “‘ Oh, wretched 
man that I am! who shall deliver me fro the body of 
this death?” But»when Ananias came to him, and said, 
** Brother S even J that appeare 
vate _ 
thou mayest receive thy sight, and be filled with the 
Hely @host, and there fell as it were scales from his 
eyes, and fie was baptized,” we heat no more of his 
being a slaye to sin. But his language was the re- 
verse.  ** is, therefore, now (says he) no con- 
demnation to them which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit: for the 
spirit of life in Christ Jesus, hath made me free from 
the law ofsin and death.” And should you follow him 
through all his epistles, you find him glorying in this 
freedom from sin. Hear him, when about to receive 
the crown of martyrdom: he does not complain of sin, 
nor tell of a death-purgatory; but says, ‘“‘ For lam 
now ready to be offered; and the time of my departure 
is at hand: Ihave foughta good fight; I have finished 
my course; I have kept the faith: henceforth there 
is laid up for me a crown of righteousness.” 

I might expatiate and bring to view those that the 
scripture, and God bimself has declared to be free 
from sin; as, Job, Nathaniel, Zacharias, ‘Blizabeth, 
&c. but it is time for me to close. I have that chari- 
ty for my Christian brethren who have imbibed an 
opinion that they must sin of necessity, to believe, that 
many ofthem would no more commit a known sin than 
they would take fire into their bosoms. But an errer 
in principle has a tendency to lead to an error in prac- 
tice; and whether there may not be some, who, by 
cherishing this principle, have indulged themselves in 
vice, and so brought dar'kness upon theirsouls, [ leave

The annual report was read by the Rev. Dr. M’Au- 
ley, of this city, and the successor of the Rev. Dr. 
Woodhull, as recording Secretary. This ninth report, 
it was said, was presented with mingled erotions of 
sorrow abd joy—sorrow at the death of associates 
dearly and deservedly beloved, and joy that other as- 
sociates, whose lives and labors seein essential to the 
extension and success of the society, have been spar- | 
ed, and brought again from the borders of the grave. 

The report states that the continual advancement 
of the Bible cause, the increasing disposition to aid 
its operations, the practical influence of the Bible on 
the hearts of thousands, delivering them from the do- 
minion of ignorance,the almest total extinction of sys- 
tematic opposition, the uniterrupted love and harmo- 
ny, the zeal and diligence of the officers, managers, di- 
rectors and members of the egviety, fill the hearts of 
the board with sentiments of admiration and gratitude 
to God for the past, and of hopeand cenfidence for 
the future. ‘The treasury for tre last year has been 
supplied in a very encouraging degree, although from 
the peculiar circumstances of our immense western 
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eth good, no not one.” There are several modes of | Quincy Adams, President of the United States, and

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The stereotype plates of the Spanish Bible, in the 
version of Padre Scio, reported jast year as being 
in an “unfinished state,” lave been completed, en- 
tirely to the satisfaction of the Board, and an edition | 
of 2000 copies priated aff, and put in a course of ctr- 
culation. As this version has loag been received by 
the Spanish Nation as an appro translation of the 
Bible, the managers believe it will have an uninter- 
rupted, speedy, and exieusive circulation. 

The next division of the report relates to the opera- 
tions of the society ; and, from the documents submit- 
mitted, it satisfactorily appears that every possible ex- 
ertion has been made to supply the wants of the desti- 
tute in every section of the United States and their 
territories. But had the funds ©f the society been 
tenfold, they would not have been able to supply the 
ascertained necessities: of the poor. Supplies have 
been granted to the Army of the United States, at dis- 
tant stations, and these pupplies hav Been gratefully | 
ackuowledged by the ; their having 
been transmitted through utGeneral. The 
Seeretary of War ako, and Major General Gain:s, 





supplied. But a detailed aécount of every district 
would swell this sketch toa forbidden extent. Yet, 
still, there are a few cases which may-not be omitted. 
The state of Missouri, possessing a population of more 
than eighty thousand, has not in circulation ten thou- 
sand Bibles, The state of Llineis, nearly equal in 
population, does not possess an equal number of Bi- 
bles.. In the st:te of Alabama, in Madison county, it 
was ascertained that in ane district, containning 655 
white inhabitants, there were but 69 Bibles; and more 
than 2000 Bibles are necessary for the supply of that 
county alone. The Bible Society of that place is tak- 
jpg measures to ascertain and supply the wants of the 
whole county. Several of the auxiliaries to the Con- 
necticut Reserve Bible Socieiy are purguing the same 





course. 

But so vast is the extent of our western states, and 
so rapidly increasing is the popula that the mana- 
gers cannot but look forward to théir condition with 
paiifal emotions and cloomy fore¥odimgse With che 
present means of the society, the population in- 
creases faster than they can multiply Bibles. Nor is 
the scarcity in those extensive regions, confized to 


highly approved of the liberality of the Board, and 
gave every facility necessary to the distribution, and 
every security which their authority anc influence 
could give, for the safe-keeping, at the different posts, 
of the precious treasure. 

In the dast report it was mentioned, that doubts ex- | 
isted as to the accuracy of the Moliewk traaslation of |

But from the increas- 
ing population and prosperity of that expanse of coun- 
try, the prospect .of efficient aid in future is very 
cheering. Both the sales of Bibles and the receipts of 
the treasury exceed those of last year, and the bal- 
ance remaining is encouraging. 

On the subject of the receipts of the society, the re- 
port notices for the purpose of correcting the unfound- 
ed and injurious opinions currently circulated, aud by 
many received, the receipts from contributions and 
donations, independently of the returns from sales. 
It is a fact that the society returns in value, almost all 
that it receives in money. Itis important that this 
erroneous impression should be corrected, both in the 
rainds of the friends and enemies of the Bible cause.

Had such not been the fact, the whole amount 
would have been expended in advancing the objects 
of the society. The receipts, however, ultimately, 
were $4,589 37 more than during the preceding year.

Ip the state of New Jersey, and 
almost within sight of the society’s house, in that re- 
gion called the Pines, in Camden, in Haddanfield, 
Clemington and Speenwell, Xc. as we learn from the 
last report of the Nassau Mall Bible Society, (whose 
agents have examined all that region,) mauv families 
were found who did not possess the Bible, and not a 
few, who had never seen one! and whole neighbor- 
hoods, in which there was not a single copy to be 
found. I all that part of the south eastern section of 
the state, lately explored, there were very few copius 
of the Scriptures. 

In the State of New York too, there is a most de- 
plorable scarcity. In the county of Munroe,* there 
were found about .1200 families destitute. In the 
county of Jefferson, in the town of Champien, more 
than half of those who are able to read, are destitute 
of the Bible. Andin the city of New York, in a 
small section of a single street, and on one side of the 
sireet, there were found, a few months since, forty- 
sia families wholly destitute of the gospel. 

The next division of this interesiing report relates 
to the means of supply. ‘The demand, as the readerwill 
have seen, isvery great; and the only means by which 
| it can be met, is by the exertious of auxiliaries—the 
growing liberality of the rich—the praiseworthy econ- 
emy of the poor—and the combined activity of all.— 
It is mentioned under this head, that the Massachu- 
setts Bible Society has made a timely donation to this 
institution, of $500; and the Albany Socicty has fur- 
nished an important precedent, by paying over to this 
society its permanent fund, of 900 dollars, conditioned

in Bibles and Testaments, at cost prices. 

Forty-four new Auxiliary Socieiies have been ad- 
ded during the past year; making, « all, 451 recog- 
nised auxiliaries to the parent institution. The activ- 
ity and zeal of all these, are particularly spoken of, 
and the college auxiliaries are highly commended and 
are generally in aflourishing situation. Thatof Yale, 
numbers more than 240 members. The society of the 
University of North Carolina enrols on its books eve- 
ry member of that flourishing institution.

Their voluntary submission to this early course of train- 
ing in Bible society operations, cannot fail to excite 
in every mind the most cerlain e*pectations of great 
benefit to the great work, from their fyture éenlighien- 
ed and influential assistance. <A suitable notice of 
approbation is likewise bestowed upon the female aux-

Dr. Phillip writes thus, to the British and For- 
eign Bible Society, in relation to the sphere of its ac- 
tion—“ The discoveries daily making, lead to a sup- 
position tiat all the languages, spoken from Kieskam- 
ma to the Arabian Gulf—and from the mouth of Zem- 
beze to that of the Congo, are derived from the parent 
stock; and so hearly allicd to each other, as greatly 
(9 facilitate the translation and circulation ofthe Holy 
Scriptures. Who docs not see in these circumstances 
a field of operation of unlimited extent—a population 
to work upon innumerable—a foundation laid for the 
Temple of Jehovah, in Southern Africa; in which all 
the numerous dialects of the Bootchuana language will 
be consecrated to the service of the hving God; and 
in which its numerous tribes may worship, and re- 
ceive the light of life and salvation ?” 

The Bible Society of Mattatoo, is prospering in its 
labor of love, and already has the light of divine truth 
shined out beyond them into the darkness of Egypt.— 
The American missionaries have distributed nearly a 
thousand copies of the Bible in that benighted coun- 
try. They write from Arkmium, “that it was high- 
ly gratifying to see the priests zealously stirring up 
the people to purehase the word ofGod.” And again, 
“we feel authorized to state that the Coptic church, 
has lifted up its voice in favor of the Bible Society, 
and the distribution of the Scriptures. The patri- 
archs, the bishops, the priests, the people—call to the 
Bible Society aud say, help us!!” Jews and Mahom- 
edans join in the cry, and are willing t® purchase the 
Bible for themselves. The society is#atso eftistiten- 
jug the holy land, whither it has seat several thousand 
copies of the Bible, in the Arabic, Armenian, French, 
Hebrew, English, Italian, Greek, Ethiopic, Syrian, 
and Sclavonian languages. The Amharic version, 
from the press of the B. and F. B. S. at home has al- 
ready come forthinto Abyssinia, and the Ethiopic ver- 
sioa will soon follow it, and help Ethiopia in stretching 
out her hand to God. 

Tbroughout Asia Minor and Turkey, tn Europe, 
the Bible is beginning to shed its light and diffuse its 
love. 

At Constantinople even there has been something 
effected in the holy labor and facilities given to the 
circulation of the Scriptures in the Turkish language, 


and in sending thet into many surrounding countries. | 


How far the late firman of the Sultan may affect the 
spread of the Bible, remains to be nowa. Through 
the Ionian Bible Suciety, the Isles of the Sea have re- 
ceived a small supply of the law of God. A 

In Russia, the Bible cause, it is hoped, is still gain- 
ing ground. The national institution has 289 auxilia- 
ries and branches ; has issued the Scriptures in 23 dif- 
ferent langnages, which have been freely circulated. 
The Riga Sociéty alone has put the Bible into circula- 
tion in 11 different languages; and in Nebalz, a 


branch of the Riga Society has no less than 2340 
members !

From the last report of the Hibernian Bible Socie- 
ty, it appears that the issue of Bibles and Testaments 
has been greater during the past year, than for several 
years preceding ; and the society, at its eighteenth an- 
niversary, wore the cheering and animating aspect of 
prosperity in all its departments. That noble insti- 
tution numbers among its supporters 161 auxiliaries, 
branches, and associations ; being an increase of for- 
ty-seven during the past year. Its receipts during the 
year were 4,7671. ; its issue from its depository, 11,263 
Bibles and 10,610 Testaments; making a grand total 
of distribution from its commencement of 334,145.— 
Surely there is hope of that Island of Emeralds, that 
it will soon bean Island of Bihles. 

The British and Foreign Biblé Socicty, with all the 
strength snd stability of a parent stocks, is stil! flour- 
ishing and inereasing with the vigor and luxuriance of 
youth.

DREADFUL INUNDATIONS. 

Further accounts have been received in England 
of the calamitous effects of the late floods in the Low 
Countries. One account, communicated by a captain 
of the Hanoverian Engineers, dated Stade, on the 
Elbe, Feb. 5, is truly distressing. Thewriter states— 


The horrors of the night, from the 3d to the 4th of 
February, can never be effaced from my memory, 
were I to live to the age of a Patriarch. About’ one 
o'clock, after midnight, the warning guns from the 
fortress of Stade, were fired, to denote to the low lands 
that the tide was unusually high. I was then stand- 
ing on an elevated spot, whence, at intervals, as the 
moon peeped through the dark and lowering clouds, I 
could see houses aod villages to a considerable dis- 
tance, and the ground covered with snow. At about 
half after one, the wind became tempestuous, and the 
water instantly gained four feet, and continued to rise 
amidst the howling of the wind, the firing of the alarm 
guns, the rolling of thunder, and flashes of lightning, 
till, all at once, a rushing of mighty waters announced 
the demolition of the dykes! The scene was now ter- 
rifically grand. Along the whole line, as far as the 
eye could reach, the destructive progress of the mighty 
mass of water was easily to be distinguished by the 
melting of the snew; while, to heighten the horrors, 
the near and distant shrieks of the inhabitants, ming- 
led with the melancholy lowings of the drowning cat- 
tle, were heard in the dntervals of the storm! At 
length the morning dawned—but, @as! of the most 
fertile proviu*e of Hanover, nothiog was to be seen 
but the tops of the houses and the trees.

OBITUARY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF ZION’S HERALD. 
Dean Ste, 

The subject of the following memoir, was a member 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and met in the 
same class for many years, of which the writer is a 
member, in Amherst circuit, James River District, 
Virgiaia Conference. ‘He was one of the fifty con- 
verts, at the Timber Ridge Camp-meeting, in Bedford 
county, March, 1804. And one out of twenty I 
could name, who professed to be called of God to 
preach the gospel, in conséquence of the revival of 
religion in and aboyt Lyachburg, iv which I labored 
about six months, and in which time, 976 professed 
conversion, at the principal meetings; and 502 were 
added to the church, which has been alluded to, in 
Zion’s Herald, vol. ii. No. 35. It was stated in the 
Lynchburg Herald, in my moticeof the Jubile- Meet- 
ing, from which you published an extract, that “it 
probably would be satisfactory to the survivors, to be 
reminded of the places and dates of their conversion 
to God, while others bore testimony in heaven:” And 
though twenty years have passed away, from the best 
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intelligence, the present death is the third only, among | 


the ministers, that were called, at that time, to preach 


ans 





age. Contrary to his father’s will, he enlisted as a 
regular soldier, daring the revolutionary war; and 
proved a subject of God's provideatialcare, in many 
battles, where tue stain fell thick ar. him. His 
pious mother had more cheerfully; him up, to 
the protection of a merciful ‘prayer answering 
God, in strong faith and confident that be would 
reserve, and bring him back. Andthough he had 
ee taken prisoner by the British and Indians, at the 
south, more than once, and confined on board of a 
British prison ship; and though his mother had receiv- 
ed ielieense of his death, so unshaken was her faith 
in the God of Providence, she would not credit the 
report ; and, according to her faith, her eldest son 
was restored to her fund embrace. Notwithstanding 
the religious education which he received {rem his 
mother, he imbibed deistical principles, and was led 
into great evormities of vice; and became very inat- 
tentive to divine worship, until the year 1804, when 
he was attracted by the excentricity of Lorenzo Dow, 
and heard him preach in Lynchburg,on his way to the 
Timber Ridge Camp-meetiug, in Eedford county. 
Mr. Dow’s manner of reasoning took away his deisti- 
cal props, and excited his fears; and going to the 
Camp-meeting quickly after, exhibited satisfactory 
evidence ot a true conversion. Svon after this, he 
joined the Methodist Church, and became a zealous 
advocate for the Christian religion; and, not long af- 
ter, received a license to exhort; and then became a 
licentiate preaches Though a map of guod under- 
standing, his edu@tion was small, aod be«iid not rank 
among preachers of oratorical talents, bul would often 
compare himself to the ram's Aurn, though crooked 
and rough, it could aid in bringing down the walls of 
Jericho, as well as the silver trumpet. Aud to justify 
his wandering from his text, he would say, there was 
as good fruit to be vbiained on the out branches of the 
tree, as there was n@ar the main body. He was well 
acquaiuted with the scieuce of experimental and prac- 
tical divinity ; @nd was a véry zealous, useful, experi- 
meatal preacher, avd ‘well qualified to help at the 
Camp-meeting altar; having attended and labored, as 
I have heard himstate, at fifty or sixty different Camp- 
meetings: and I can say for him, hé was no idler at 
such places. if he felt unqualified for the work, he 
would retire ffom the encampment into sulitary groves, 
aud wrestle like a prevailing Jacob, until he received 
unction from God, and a suitable qualification to enter 
into the spirit of the work. He frequently preached at 
| my residence, where the class met, and had the affec- 
tigas of his brethren and neighbors. He preached to 
us his last sermon but one, nine days before he.was 
taken to the bed of death; and was peculiarly lively 
and spiritual. And it was observable, iu the closing 
| labors and exercises of his life, that he was much de- 
| yoted to reading the best of religious books; and 
pressing the necessity of experimental and practical 
holiness, and full sauctifieation, in publie and private. 
Monday evening, 28th February, he was cheérful in 
conversation with his ared mother, cn the revolution- 
| ary war, religious experience, and scenes which ke 
| had passed through in his life, and remarked that he 
| felt better in |ieceli): than he had for some time ; little 
expecting the «ce was then at the root of his temporal 
existence. Some ume in thé night of the same even- 
ing, after reti:ing to bed, he was suddenly taken with 
| a violent at*.ck of the biliows cholic, and despatched 
a seryauttu me for medical aid. On Tuesday, March 
Ist. a message came for me to visit him. 1 found him 
j very ill, put was glad to hear that our Class-leader, 
i brother George Markham, an! brother I. Garland, a 
member, had been tu see him, and that in conyersa- 
} tion with them, he expressed a lively hope, and confi- 
‘dent seuse of the presence of God; and requested 
brother M., if he died, to tell all the Methodists— 
| ** One poor old man was gone to heaven.” 
| Though he could view death without alarm; it is be- 
lieved, the situation of his family and other dependent 
| connexions, bore heavy upon his mind, and subjected 
| Lim to painful exercises and temptations of Satan. On 
Sunday the 7th, he requested all the brethren to pray 
for him, having had a severe conflict with the enemy. 
Through extreme pain, and for days together, and the 
administration of opiates, to sooth his bodily sufferings, 
he did not feel such a sense of the divine presence, as 
he whhed, or had béen aceustemed to enjoy, and 
complained that his faith was weak, and that bis pray- 
ers did nof So prevail with God, as to bring comfort 
to his soul, in this extremity. He iavited his aged 
mother to sit by him and pray for him, silently, which 
she did. 
tion,” yet his family and brethren felt some solicitude 
forhim. On the evening ofthe sane Sabbath, brother 
M. and myself visited him, and were glad to fiad that 
he was in some measure relieved. 

But it appeared, fis sickness was unto death. Thurs- 
day, the 17th, [ received the solemn intelligence, that 
he was thought to be dying. i went over and found 
him very weak, but in his senses.

Hence a mother of this combimed excellence, is apt 
to exert a mere efficientamthority over her children 
than the other parent. government of the 
father, in such a family, is rarely resorted to, because 
her wisdom and gentleness, her wakeful discretion 
and upwasting patieace, assume a more bevignant 
control. Many a youth of rash impetuous tempera- 
ment, would venture to break the strong bonds of pa- 
ternal discipline, while his heart would fail him in 
rudely bursting the cord thet binds hirn to a mother’s 
bosom.

Died, at his residence in Amherst county, Virginia, 
near Lynehburg, on Thursday night, March 17th, 
1825, ina painful fit of bilious cholic, which he endured

Rev. Witi1am Rosinson, aged 66 years. His wid- 
owed mother, Mrs. Lucy Robinsun, aged 84 years, is 
yet living, at the same place, and retains her faculties 
admirably, and has supported an unblemished charac- 
ter, for more than half a century. She was converted, 
and joiued the Baptist Church, previous to her becom- 
ing acquainted with the Methodists. On hearing the 
Methodist preachers, and examming their doctrine 
and economy, she gave them the preference; and be- 
ig weil recommended from the Baptist Church, of- 
fered herself, and was received into the Methodist 
Church; and has ¢ontinued faithful, through much 
tribalation, to the present time. Mr. Robinson lived 
to witness a variety of scenes, in his earthly pilgrim-

Merril, thereupon, stepped to 
the door to see whether he could discover any thing, 
and received three musket balls, which caused him 
to fall back into the house with a broken leg and arm.

stantly fastened by his wife, who, with a girl of about 

fifteen years of age, stood against it, the savages could 
not immediately enter. They broke one part of the 
door, and one of them crowded partly through. The
